An application was made on behalf of 
Superintendent Denis Twomey, of the Civic 
Guard, Abbevleix, for an order to make 
absolute a ‘conditional order of certiorari for 
the return, for the purpose of being quashed, 
an order which was made by Circuit Court 
Judge Moonan, granting to James Coady, a 
certificate entitling him to receive a new 
seven-day licence in respect of his premises 
in Market square, Abbeyleix, in lieu of the 
six-day licence held by him. 

It appeared that Mr Coady had applied 
for a new seven-day licence on the ground 
that the number of people visiting the town 
had increased as a result of increased motor 
traffic, and the submission on behalf of 
Superintendent Twomey was that the order 
of the Circuit Court judge was made witheat 
jurisdiction, having reyard to the express 
wording of the section of the Act of 1992, 
the premises not being licensed in the + car 
1902 as seven-day licensed premises. 

The Court held that the order of the 
Circuit Court judge was madk “without juris- 
diction, and directed that the conditional 
order should he made absolute.

APPEAL AGAINST £500 
DAMAGES. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBRBON AND MR. JUSTICE MURNACHAN.) 

The hearing of the appeal by the defen- 
dants in the case of Patrick Kenny, suing by 
his father, John Kenny, a labourer, ef 39 
North road, Drogheda, against the Electricity 
Supply Board was concluded, and judgment 
was reserved, 

The plaintiff claimed damages for personal 
injuries caused by the alleged negligence of 
the defendants in the construction and erec- 
tion of an electric standard in Moonan’s 
field, Drogheda. It was stated that on the 
‘th July, 1930, the plaintiff climbed the 
standard, and, coming in contact with the 
electric wires, was thrown to the ground 
and received severe burns, and other injuries, 
in consequence of which his right arm had 
to be amputated. 

The defendants in a _ traverse denied 
negligence, pleaded contributory negligence, 
and stated that the plaintiff was a trespasser. 

The jury in a verdict in favour of the 
plaintift assessed damages at £500, for which 
jndgment was given, and against that ver- 
dict and judgment the defendants appealed.

this shelf was shaped like a quarter circle 
so as to leave room for the brush handles 
in the corner.

Reception Rooms. 


The practical side of up-to-date housekeep- 
ing is more familiar to most people than the 
latest diversions of the decorators.

is painted a meal—bread, cheese and a dish 
of fruit. with a place laid for one—all seen 
from above. There are modern armchajrs, 
with straight lines and no superfluous wood- 
work, but extremely comfortable. 


A Chamelon Floor. 


Last of all. we saw the diningroom, which 
is designed for artificial light, and is in 
silver, like the hall. The diningroom ferniture 
had not vet come, so the room was empty, 
except for a small cocktail table, made ot 
metal, with a round glass top, and four 
stools fitting underneath it. Here and in the 
hall the floor is made of a substance called 
Induroleum, something like hard rubber; 
coloured wax is rubbed into this, and can 
be scrubbed out again with soda and water, 
that the colour can be changed at any 
time. The diningroom fireplace has been re- 
moved and replaced bv a fountain. contrived 
by an ingenious arrangement of long and 
wide glass vases. These are set in a recess 
in the wall, ahout two feet from the floor: 
the water is lit nn bv coloured lghts, and 
a shallow glass dome in the ceiling reflects 
the changing shades. 

After this crowning wonder we turned to 
go. The guide indicated a hollow glass tube, 
about three feet high. curving up from the 
floor. It was half-full of coms, and we were 
invited to leave in it a contribution to a 
charitv. What a picturesque receptacle com- 
pared with the customary wooden or tin 
money-box! 

The entire work of this house is done by 
a man and two women. The man, who was 
our guide, spoke feelingly of the amount of 
polishing and cleaning required by the new 
decoration. We expressed suitable admiration 
and sympathy as we pressed ovr shillings 
into his hand, and departed to the pre-war

The report of the outgoing committee and 
the audited accounts for 1929 and 1930 were 
adopted. 

The Government actuary’s report on the 
third: valuation was read, and showed the 
branch te have a disposable surplus of over 
£21,000 on a membership of under 8,000. 
This enabled the branch to increase its sick- 
ness benefit for men by 4s. and for women by 
3s. weekly, and to add 10s. for maternity 
benefit and for marriage benefit. The treat- 
ment benefits include nearly full dentistry, 
free optica] benefit (the provision of glasses 
and an oculist’s fee in special cases), hospital 
and convalescent home benefit to members 
free, and a special medical and surgical treat- 
ment. benefit free. This was added to the 
wogramme which came into operation on the 
th July, 1931, and will continue for five 
years. pees 

This programme of additional benefits goes 
to show “what a society working under the 
“National Health Insurance can do under care- 
ful management, with members in fairly 
regular employment, the benefits given being 
over and above the ordinary benefits under 
the National Health Insurance Acts. 

The committee and officers were unani- 
mously re-elected, and were congratulated on 
the efficient way the branch was administered.

CHE 
ROCK POOL. 


By a CoRRESPQNDENT. 


No matter how attractive it may be, a rock 
garden never seems quite complete and satis 
fying without a pond of some description. 
Nor is it nearly so difficult as is genera!!y 
supposed to achieve the construction of a pro 


perly made and securely water-tight pool, or 


tne successful cultivation of aquatic plants, 

Another very prevalent objection is removed 
when 1t is realised that for the growth of the 
greater number cf plants a constant flow of 
water is not necessary. Water lilies, specially 
the large and beautiful Nymphacas, must 
have a placid and undisturbed pool to flower 
at their best. Indeed, when in running water, 
their lovely blossoms fold up and only reopen 
when they are again in their accustomed 
calm. When it is impossible to have a pond 
at all, a single moderate-sized Nymphaca can 
be grown quite successfully in a tub, and will 
prove a source of endless fascination and in- 
terest. 

It is ideal to have a flow of water, which 
can be turned on and off at will, coming from 
a tap situated a little above the pond itself. 
A greater number of plants can then be culti- 
vated; the water which will necessarily 
evaporate can be more easily replenished, and 
the tap will be very useful to fix a hose pipe 
ta when watering the rest of the rock garden. 
If it is impossible to arrange for such a 
water pipe and tap leading to the pond, ur if 
the water supply does not permit of a con- 
stant flow when desired, a still, undisturbed 
pool, with water lilies and similar water 
plants, can be made. It will be very nearly, 
if not quite, as full of interest as the pool 
which boasts of a constant flow, and it can 
certainly be made to look equally beautiful. 
Any water which evaporates can be made up 
with the aid of a watering can, and in winter 
even that will rot, Le found necessary. 


The Site. 

It is most important to choose the right 
position for a rock-pool. It should be low 
down in order that all moisture may drain 
towards it, but also sunny, as the blooms of 
water plants usually open themselves best 
when in the light. 

The chief aim to keep in view when con- 
structing the pond is that it shall be water- 
tight. | 

To begin with, a hole, whatever length 
and breadth that is desired, must be exca 
vated. The soil that is dug out from it 
should be kept heaped up on one side, ready 
for mixing into a substance which Will form 
the first groundwork of the pond. Dig the 
hole to a depth of two and a half feet, varv 
ing to eighteen inches in certain parts. To 
have the pond of different depths is essential, 
as certain plants need the water deeper than 
others. © Then dig the whole surface nine 
inches deeper still, to allow room for the 
base-work and concrete. Mix whatever 
quantity of the clay is required with water 
until it forms a solid mass, and spread this 
over the bottom and sides of the hole to a 
depth of from three to four inches, and beat 
it down well to avoid sinking and consequent 
leakage. The sides of the pond should be 
made sloping, and with no abrupt angles, as 
otherwise the water will be found to escape 
more easily. 


Finishing Off. 
The whole should then be laid with 
crete—thrve parts of gravel to one part of 
Portland cement mixed together with water 
te a depth of six inches A sprinkling of 
fairly fine cinders over the clay foundation 
before the concrete is laid on is a precaution 
well worth taking in order to secure the 
ultimate trustworthiness of the pool. — Best 
to finish this off, a coating of cement and 
fine sand should be spread over the concrete, 
and the whole brushed lightly over with pure 
cement. Before adding this final coat of 
cement the surface underneath should te 
roughened in order to assure adhesion. 


con 


Bringing in the Water. 
A constant water supply can be made 
beautiful, as well as useful, by converting .t 
into a miniature waterfall. Uf the pond is—as, 
if possible, it should be—in a slight hollow, 
and the water-pipe and tap above the level 
of the pond, it will not be at all difficult to 
build up a slope of earth and conerete to the 
height of the tap, so constructed that the 
tap itself will be concealed. Large stones 
should be set to show out through the 
cement, and so give a mere natural appear- 
ance. The bed of the watercourse should be 
made fairlv steep, but not precipitous. 
Stones also should be set round the margin 
of the pool to hide the line where the cement 
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ends, and small water-loving reck plants 


grown among them, so doing away with any 
look of artificiality. 

Before placing the soil on the bed 
of the pond, is wise to test it and. mahe 
quite sure that it is water-tight. Fill it, 
and if, after several days, there is no sign 
of leakage the water can be drained off and 
the soil filled in to a depth of about s1x 
inches, It must be pressed down very 
firmiy to prevent subsequent dislodgment by 
the action of the water. The plants can now 
be set and stones placed on the roots of any 
specially large ones to keep them in position, 
Plenty ot space should be left between each 
plant, not only to allow for growth beneath 
the water, but to allow room for re- 
flections on the surface. Nothing spoils the 
ultimate appearance of a rock-pool more than 
a quantity of aquatic plants so thickly sown 
that neither the water, the reflections, nor 
the plants themselves can be properly seen. 
SETTING THE PLANTS. 

Plants can be set quite simply after the 
water has been let into the pond by growing 
them in loose!y woven baskets weighted with 
to their sinking to 
the bottom. The roots will soon make their 
wav ont thre "ch the hasketwork. About 
once a vyear-—in late spring or early sunier 
—all the water be drained from the 
pond, envy weeds removed, those plants 
which need dividing attended to, and such 
new specimens as are desired planted. 
of the most beautiful types of 
aquatic plants are the various divisions of 
water-lily, Canadian pond-weed, water plan- 
tain, marsh marigold, hairy rose bay willow 
herb, flowering rush, yellow flag iris, water 
crowfoot, arrow-head und iwarsh forget-me- 
not.

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An Early Trish Film. 


The visit of the Abbey Players to the 
United States reminds me that a former 
actor at the Abbey, Mr. J. M. Kerrigan, 
directed one of the earliest Irish motion 
pictures. - “O'Neill of the Glen ” was 
its title. It was made in 1916, and Kerri- 
gan played the leading réle in addition to 
directing it. He followed this with one 
long feature and two short ones, all deal- 
ing with Irish life, using the beautiful 
natural backgrounds abundant in and 
around Dublin. His pictures, however, 
were not the first to be made in Ireland. 
Sidney Olcott directed one for the Kalem 
Film Company in 1912 in the vicinity of 
Killarney. It was an se gaier AR 
of Griffin’s ular romance, the 
‘* Collegians,’’ Fr believed to have been 
the earliest film made in this country. 

Following his débit in talkies with 
Mr. John McCormack in “Song o’ My 
Heart,” Mr. Kerrigan has been con- 
tinuously in pietures since. The part he 
plays in a film shortly to be released 
caused him no. little discomfort; for 
despite his stocky build his réle of piano- 
mover left him with aching biceps. 


Ghree Pounds a. Word. 


I am interested to note that Mr. R. C 
Sherriff has at last taken the public into 
his confidence about his profits from 
é“ Journey’s End.” In the course of an 
address to London school teachers, he said 
that he had received £3 a word for every 
word in the play. As the play contains 
about 20.000 words. his profits must have 
i aill sews been in the neigh- 
; bourhood of £60,000. 
His other play. 
‘“Badger’s Green,” 
had brought him 
only about £1 a week. 
The interesting thing, 
he ‘said, was that 
“Badger’s Green” 
had been written ex- 
pressly to please the 
public—and, pre- 
sumably, to make 
money—and it had 
failed, whereas 
“Journey 's End ”' 
had been written only 
for itself. 

The playwright has now turned novelist. 
For the next three vears, he says, he will 
be busv studying political and economic 
science in an Oxford college, after which 
he mav become a politician. It is unusual 
for a man of thirty-five to enter the 
University of Oxford, but special privileges 
have heen given to the man who wrote one 
of the outstanding plays of the War. 


Irish Rugs.

Ireland 
was noted for rug-mak'ng as far back as 
the sixteenth century.

BELFAST, Monday. 

|= political situation in the North is 

now clear. Notwithstanding all the 
talk about opposition to the official 
Unionist candidates in Antrim and Down, 
the threatened battle of the polls in these 
areas fizzled out, and the Government’s 
nominees were returned unopposed. Nine 
Ulster supporters of the National Govern- 
ment have now been elected to support 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, a circumstance 
which shows the strange twists and turns 
of politics; for only a few short months 
ago the Socialist Premier’s name was the 
reverse of popular in Northern Ireland. 
Mr. Macdonald is now considered to be 
the one man who can guide the country 
out of its difficulties, and in that supreme 
effort he will have the cordial co-operation 
of Ulster’s representatives ; for under the 
new administration it is hoped that 
prosperity will be restored to the Six 
Counties. 

In West Belfast, where three or four 
candidates were expected, the issue has 
been narrowed down to a straight fight 
between Captain A. Crawford Browne, 
the Unionist nominee, and Mr. T. J. 
Campbell, K.C., who is upholding the 
Nationalist standard. Mr. Campbell is a 
Senator of the Northern Parliament, and 
has taken an active part in providing 
legislative sanctuary for wild birds, and 
in the prevention of “ profiteering,’’ while 
Captain Browne is well known for his 
interest in social services. ‘here can 
scarcely be any doubt as to the result of 
the polling, as the Unionists have a heavy 


majority of votes in the division. 

The contest in East Belfast—where 
Captain Herbert Dixon, the well-known 
sportsman, is opposed by a Labour candi-

LONDONDERRY’S PLIGHT. 


The depressed condition of industry in 
Londonderry may be gathered from the 
fact that over £150,000 was paid out in 
benefits to the unemployed in the city last 
year, and at present the prospects for 
improvement are anything but bright. 
The Northern Minister of Labour 
travelled up there the other day and spoke 
at the annual meeting of the local 
employment committee, but he had very 
little to offer in the way of hope and com- 
fort. He pointed out what the Govern- 
ment had done, and said that every pos- 
sible effort would be made to provide 
employment. 

The Minister was tackled by one of 
the members, who commented on various 
grievances of the workers, and said that if 
they were not remedied, the people would 
not take matters in so docile a way, but 
would make it their business the next 
time that Mr. Andrews came to Derry 
to file in mass formation around him. 
so that he would have to devise some 
means of meeting the difficulty. In a 
good-humoured answer Mr. Andrews de- 
clared, amidst applause, that he was not 
afraid to meet his fellow-countrymen there 
or anywhere else to explain the position, 
adding that everything humanly possible 


| was heing done to help the unemployed in 


Northern Treland. 


CURIOUS FACTS IN PRICES. 


If the Six Counties arc to profit by the 
campaign symbolised in the slogan to 
“ Push Ulster Goods,’’ it is essential that 
the prices and quality should bear favour- 
able comparison with those of products 
coming from outside sources. 
yuently happens, however, that with an 
increased demand for any particular 
article there is also a tendency to advance 
the charges to the consumers, and in these 
davs of straitened means and industrial 
depression the Ulster housewife, no matter 
how patriotic, feels constrained to buy 
in the cheapest market. On several 
occasions Lord Craigavon has urged the 
importance of moderate charges, and 
quite recently various Belfast organisa 
tions connected with food supplies gave 4 
promise that prices would be kept at a 
fair level. It is, of course, understood 
that owing to the depreciation of the 
pound sterling, foreign foodstuffs and 
manufactures generally may become 
dearer, but complaints are heing made 
about disparity in prices between Ulster 
and Free State eggs. 

It is pointed out that the price for fresh 
eggs produced in the Northern Province 
is from ls. 8d. to 2s. per dozen, whi! 
eggs from south of the border of similar 
size and quality cost only 1s. 3d. per 
dozen. The price for tomatoes is also a 
source of wonder, as the home-grown 
varieties are much dearer than those cul- 


| tivated in England, while those imported 
| from sunny climes—their natural home— 
| may be had for as little as threepence 
'per Jb., less than quarter the price of 
the others. Other commodities, especialls 
fruit, are hevond the purse of the ordi 
nary worker in many of our shops. 


OFF THE GOLD STANDARD. 


The musical festival] competitions in the 
North have apparently been affected by 
the prevailing depression, but, with the 
return of brighter times, all will be well. 
It will be recalled that the Londonderry 
Feis Ceoil had a hard struggle last season, 
and for some time it was feared that this 
useful fixture would cease to exist. 
Happily, it got out of its difficulties, and 
all lovers of music hope that it will soon 
regain its old influence and prosperity. 


The syllabus of the Belfast festival, 
Which has just been issued, shows that

the gold standard, so far as medals are 
concerned, has been abolished, and silver 
medals substituted for the first prizes. 
This has been done in consonance with 
the spirit of economy which is at present 
dominating the province, but it is to be 
regretted that there should be any 
necessity for such a step. Apart from the 
gold medals the standard of the com- 
petitions is being maintained. The festival 
will be held from February 16th until the 


27th. 
GARDENS FOR THE WORKLESS. 


The movement to provide garden plots 
for the unemployed of Belfast, and, as 
far as possible in the country districts, is 
making satisfactory progress. The scheme 
was discussed in this column some time 
ago, when it was explained that under 
the British Government tens of thousands 
of workless men in England had been 
allocated plots of ground to cultivate, 
while garden tools, seeds and plants had 
been supplied at low cost. In this way 
many poor homes had been able to obtain 
vegetables, and were able to live cheaply, 
while the health of the ‘tillers of the 
soil’’ had been improved and their self- 
respect maintained. 

The subject will be brought forward for 
consideration at the next meeting of the 
Belfast Corporation on the recommenda- 
tion of the Parks Committee, and it is 
understood that the members are in favour 
of the proposals. There are already a good 
many garden allotments in the city, 
brought into being during the War period, 
but a considerable number of them ceased 
to be cultivated a few years after peace 
was declared. The idea now is to extend 
the scheme, and as the working of these 
gardens for home produce will not affect 
the benefits paid to unemployed men, tthe 
plan for giving idle hands some useful 
work to do is certain to become very 


popular. 
BISHOF’S TRIBUTE 
COLLEGE. 


The Bishop of Derry paid a visit to 
Belfast during the week-end, and in the 
course of an address at a missionary “ at 
home”’ he paid a tribute to Trinity 
College, Dublin, and said that the Chinese 
Mission, which they were discussing, was 
founded in Trinity when he was a student 
there over forty years ago. He had known 
its earliest missionaries. and had been 
associated with the movement since its in- 
ception. The bishop congratulated the local 
Society on its successful work on behalf of 
the mission, and said that the money 
collected for the purpose could not be 
measured by the gold standard, but only. 
by sacrifice and effort.

The apparatus by which Barrie has 
managed to secure for himself the title of 
‘mystic’ is, in fact, nothing more than a 
transportation of his characters, a mere 
change of location. and then the utmost in 
actualism. In “The Admirable Crichton ”’ 
Lord Loam’s yacht is wrecked on a lonely 
island, not at all a mysterious place, but 
sufficient for the purpose. In 
the characters pass imperceptibly 
dream-state, called Lob’s Wood, in which 
they proceed to behave exactly as they would 
have behaved in actual life. 
accepted by audiences in either play is a 
wrecked yacht or a state of dream. The 
cynic in Barrie disowns the political and 
social idealists, and the magnificent theatrical 
craftsman demonstrates the unchanging 
nature of mankind. | 

Last night’s performance was taken a little 
too heavily and too slowly, but by this even- | 
ing more vivacity will probably be infused 
through greater confidence and familiarity. | 
s Dear Brutus.” and, indeed, all Barrie's | 
plays, require the very lightest touch, and 
anything solemn tends to spoil the atmo- 
sphere.

Tristan da Cunha. 


At long intervals some British vessel- - 
usually a warship—visits Tristan da 
Cunha; and our readers are reminded of 
its existence by an appeal for clothing. 
This small island is one of the loneliest 
places in the world; for it lies in the 
South Atlantic, 
Town and 2,250 miles from Buenos Ayres, 
and it is far from the beaten 
trading ships. 
Atlantic by steam was made in 1819, but 
no steam ship visited Tristan da Cunha 
until 1852. Even to-day the missionary 
who finds a ship to the island may be kept 
there for three or four years until the next 
The community of 
some two hundred persons is descended 
largely from William Glass, a Scotsman, 
who settled there in 1821, and had sixteen 
children. It is pious and industrious, 
forces a barren soil for scanty bread, wages 
an unceasing war with rats, and depends 
for clothing and for its few luxuries upon 
the rare visits of British ships. We learn 
with pleasure, from an article in The Times 
by Mr. Douglas Gane, that now Tristan 
da Cunha has some prospect of a less 
dismally isolated future. He suggests 
that the time is at hand when the island 
may be reached by air. When aviation, 
which has conquered so much, decides to 
conquer the South Atlantic, Tristan da 
Cunha will become an indispensable 
halting-place in the journey of some 3,800 
miles. The British community would take 
charge of stores, and, while there is no 
harbour for seaplanes, there is a plateau 
which has ample accommodation for the 
landing of large machines. The arrival of 
the first aeroplane will mark a wonderful 
day in the lonely island’s history. Mr. 
Gane suggests a further contact with 
civilisation. After the Great War British 
cities adopted’’ somé of the ruined 
towns of France and Flanders.

CHEESE-MAKING IN IRELAND. 

TO “HE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

S:ra,—When reading my /rish Times this 
morning, I looked back “Through the eves of 
an Exile’’ to the days when, as Mr. Ander- 
son truly says, | was an “an enthusiastic 
maker of cheese.” My cheese-making «ame to 
an end some twelve years ago when my family 
moved from the country to Dublin, and I 
degenerated into a mere townswoman; but 
my enthusiasin tor that delightful art. remains 
unabated, and my belief in Íreland as a 
cheese-makers’ paradise remains as strong as 
ever it was. In West Limerick, where |! 
worked, we were “on ihe limestone.’ The 
pastures were rich; the climate was ideal 
for cheese; the cows produced milk of a 
most desirable quality for cheese-making ; 
and there, too, grew, spontaneously and 
profusely, that blue and delicate mould 
known as penicillium glaucum, to dream of 
whose presence in a well-matured Wensley 
dale cheese would make an epicure talk in 
his sleep. ! 

That there is a demand for good cheese | 
am convinced. We sold a fair amount lecally. 
and I always had a long waiting list. I 
remember once getting an order from an 
English firm for sixty tons of cheese to be 
supplied per week, As my maximum output 
per year scarcely amounted to four tons, the 
order had to be regretfully declined. It must 
be confessed that this order came 
the War. A gift for cheese-making may or 
may not be hereditary So far as | was con 
cerned, neither | nor any of my ancestresses.

It is to the Department of Agriculture 
that 1 owed my instruction in cheese-making 
Being anxious to-learn and entirely ignorant 
of the first steps to take, I wrote to the 
Department in 1915, and asked for 
information. In answer to my 
admirable instructor was sent down to me 
who inspected our premises, told me what 
plant to get. and started| me on a career 
which, though «| too short, was decidedly 
successful while it lasted. Much gratitude 1s 
due from me to the Department; for not 
only was I given a very thorough grounding 
in mv new art, but I knew I could always 
apply for advice in a difficulty or for criticism 
of the experiments which I was continually 
trying. Once I sent up five different 
specimens of goats’ milk cheese, and receives 
in return a series of nctes on each individual.

IMPORTANCE OF 
RADIATOR DESIGN. 


THE LARGE CARS. 


From Ovur Own CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Monday. 


In many cases increased economy with 
regard to fuel and oil consumption is claimed 
for the 1932 cars, together with higher 
speeds, improved acceleration and greater 
braking power. Some of these advantages 
are due to minor changes in design, while 
others are associated with modern metal- 
lurgical developments. 

In this connection it is notable that 
increasing use is being made of magnesium 
and the numerous alloys, such as nickel, 
chrome and manganese, in association with 
steel 

Although there are few striking changes 
with regard to engines the 1932 cars have a 
different appearance, as in many instances 
newly-designed radiators have been fitted. 
The same car with another radiator has 
quite a different appearance, and, even 
though the outline may have been amended 
to but a slight extent, the outline presented 
is not the same.The tendency is for radiators 
to be rather longer and deeper, and the 
changes have not always been made for the 
sake of appearance alone, their object being 
to increase the water capacity to provide 
greater cooling to suit the higher engine 
speeds. 


RUSTLESS PLATING. 


improvements in the 
models are visible; for in some cases 
enamelled parts have been treated with 
rustless plating before the coloured surface 
is applied. Chromium plating. was a great 
beon, and has proved itself a great advan. 
tage to those who keep their cars in their 
own garages and desire the minimum amount 
of time and labour to be expended in keeping 
them presentable, bnt rust continued to 
essert itself at such places as where the bolts 
wass through the wings. One spot of rust 
cppeared at first, and gradually spread untal 
quite a fair amount of surface became rusty 
and the enamel chipped off. st 
By using rustless plating for the wings 
this difficulty has been removed; for, even 
should the cellulose enamel become chipped 
by the bo!ts, there will be no rust to eat 
into the metal. There has been a further 
advance in the use of chromium plating for 
exposed »arts, and improved methods have 
vesnited in a surface that is brighter than 
hitherto, with no risk of the plate peeling 
cfí as occurred with some of the earlier 
eramples. One car at. Olympia is fitted with 
chromium -plated covers for the spare tyres. 


LUBRICATION. 


Lubrication has received much attention, 
and the systems whereby the oiling is per- 
formed from one spot or where the oiling 
yoints are grouped are gaining in favour. 
he question of upper-cylinder oiling has not 
been neglected, and at the higher speeds at 
which engines now run it is a matter of some 
importance that the whole length of the 
cylinder surface over which the piston travels 
should be efficiently lubricated in order to 
give smoother running and reduce wear of 
pistons and cylinders. J.ubrication improve- 
ments do not end with those relating to the 
engine. Spring shackles, brake joints and 
steering connections are other points where 
oiling changes have been made. 


MANY CYLINDERS. 


In the class devoted to large cars there 
are vehicles ranging "nn to 75 h.p., and one 
new American car has sixteen cylinders; but 
these are exceptional cases, and usually six 
or eight cylinders are fitted. Several trans- 
Atlantic manufacturers favour the straight 
eight, a notable example being the Hudson, 
shown with its smaller brother, the Essex, 
which is retaining its popularity in face of 
severe competition. Mochaniselly the Hudson 
is much the same as last year, but a free 
w'ieel is now an optional fitting at extra cost. 
A striking Hudson model is a four-door five 
seater, with spare wheels mounted in wells in 
the front wings. 

An innovation as far as Rolls-Royce cars 
are concerned is the exhibit of cars with 
standard bodies, as hitherto cars of this 
famous make have heen shown with body- 
work by firms of coachbuilders. General 
mechanism remains as before, but numerous 
refinements have been introduced, including 
an air silencer for the carburetter, a new 
filter has heen added to the engine lubrica- 
tion system, and wider shoes have been

adopted for the rear brakes. 


FINE COACHWORKA. 

In addition to the six-cylinder model there 
are three examples of the Delage straight 
eight model of 29.4 h.p., including an en- 
closed drive saloon with a removable division. 
Some of the finest coachwork ever produ 
is on view at the Delage stand, and it in- 
cludes a long sweeping coupe. which can be 
obtained on the straight eight and on the 
22 .h.p. and 18.2 h.p. six-cylinder cars. <A 
limousine and a landaulet have been added 
to the range fitted to the Humber Pullman 
chassis, the distinctive feature of which is 
the impression conveyed of lowness of build. 
There is also a new type of Humber Snipe 
saloon, with a new type of partition behind 
the driver's seat. The Humber stand con- 


tains a car similar to that used by the Duke 


of York, and it is in every way a handsome 
carriage. 

On the Minerva stand there are two eight 
cylinder cars of 27.9 h.p., and two six 
cylinder of 20.9 h.p. and 33.5 h.p., resper- 
tively, and a polished six cylinder engine on 
a stand. Only minor changes have been 
made since last year in the mechanism which 
incorporates the sleeve valves favoured by 
the Minerva Compavy. Coachwork includes 
a very fine coupé painted blue and luxuriously 
upholstered in leather. | 

Detail improvements have been made on 
the Sanbeams for 1932, and the range of body 
work has been extended by the addition of 
a new design of folding head coupé on the 16 
h.p. and 20 h.p. models.” In all Sunbeam 
engines the overhead valves are operated by 
push rods and rockers. 

NEW FEATURES. 

In addition to the new 13.9 h.p. four 
cylinder Citroen, which incorporates such fea- 
tures as Bendix Duo-Servo four-wheel 
brakes, dipping headlamp reflectors, rear 
petrol tank, and a breathing device to the 
engine to prevent the escape of fumes, there 
is a new six cylinder 20.8 hp. ‘The larer 
model has a bonnet of new design, and we 
chromium plated radiator has shutters with 
thermostatic control. Citroen workmanship 
is at its best in these two models, which 
should meet the requirements of many 
motorists who appreciate modern design and 
economical running. 

The new Ford passed through a convincing 
test during the summer, when 194 standard 
cars in Great Britain, the Irish Free State 
and Northern Ireland travelled a total of 
334,930 miles without a single involuntary 
stoppage during a run occupying three days 
and nights. The average speed throughout 
the whole of the seventy-two hours for the 
194 cars was nearly 24 miles per hour.

MR. CLYNES’S CHALLENGE. 


Speaking at Manchester, Mr. J. R. Clynes 
said:—Mr. Snowden has become the darling 
of the Protectionist Press, and each one of 
his pronouncements is advertised as anothrr 
bombshell. What Mr. Snowden is saying is 
having a shattering effect on his own reputa- 
tion.

Mr. Walter Citrine, General Secretary of 
the Trade Union Congress, at Birmingham, 
last night, said that the '' star turn”’ of the 
election same on the Conservative side 
was unguestionably the pontificial arta 
ments of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
who had definitely renounced his Socialist 
principles. There was not a single proposal 
in the Labour Party’s programme thet Mr.

MR. GRAHAM'S COMMENT. 


Mr. William Graham, speaking in Central 
Edinburgh yesterday, said that pe a 
ksoreoicá part of their period of ofhce 
influential, industrial and financial interests 
had brought pressure to bear on the Labour 
Government to adopt a form of revenue 
tariffs. These imterests were constantly 
criticising what they described as the unduly 
high wages in the sheltered industries. They 
were also criticisthg the provision of un- 
employment benefit as tending to keep up 
the rates of wages. They argued that, in 
view of the level of world prices, British 
costs must be reduced in order to enable 
this country to compete and regain its ex- 
port trade.

‘CAIRO POLICE SAVE 
SHEIK’S LIFE. 


SERIES OF BOMB 
OUTRAGES.

From RsvutTer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


CAIRO, Monday. 
| LICE nipped in the bud a plot to 
P assassinate the Sheik ul Azhar, the 
principal of the great Moslem University 
of that name, when they seized four native 
gunmen who had taken up positions near the 
mosque in which the Sheik was at prayer. 

As the Sheik was bowed in prayer police 
officers touched him on the shoulder and 
told him not to leave the mosque. Mean- 
while secret agents, who had been informed 
of the assassination plot which had been 
hatched, concealed themselves and watched 
the gunmen taking up positions on a hillock 
near the mosque. 

At a given signal the men were surrounded. 
The police have arrested three prominent 
men alleged to have been concerned in the 
plot, and a man who is stated to have sold 
revolvers to the gunmen. 

The police believe that this attempt 1s 
only one of a series of outrages which have 
been taking place for some time, and for 
which thirty men are now in custody. 


POLITICAL MOTIVES. 


A high official of the Ministry of the 
Interior stated to-day that instruments for 
the manufacture of bombs had been found 
hidden in various places, and that there was 
evidence that both the plot to murder the 
Sheik and previous bomb explosions were 
connected with a certain political party and 
its supporters; but he added that the situa- 
tion is well in hand. 

The three prominent men believed to be 
implicated in the mosque attack, and who 
have been arrested, are Abdel] Kader Mokhta 
Bev, a former Governor of the province of 
Sharkia: Amin el Rachid Bey, an ex-colonel 
in the Egyptian Army, and Zahir Sabry, a 
lawyer and ex-deputy. 

The police theory of a political crime would 
appear to be strengthened hy the shooting 
of the young cousin of the Egyptian Premier, 
Sidky Pasha. 

He was only twenty-five years old, and 
was Mayor of Ghorayeb, in the province of 
Gharbia. He was shot by some persons un- 
known, and died immediately. The Egyptian 
police have failed, so far, to find out who 
was responsible for the crime.

PROTEST BY MR. NEVILLE 
CHAMBERLAIN. 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain, at Birming- 
ham yesterday, quoted the following 
sentence from Mr. Snowden’s broadcast

“As I understand that declaration,”’ 
he said, “it would mean that if, after the 
election was over and a National Govern- 
menthad been formed, and if after they had 
made a careful examination they decided 
that the right thing to do was to impose a 
tariff, then they would not be able to do 
so, according to Mr. Snowden, without 
first appealing to the country again and 
having another general election. 

“I cannot accept that view and, more- 
over, it appears to me to be entirely incon- 
sistent with the understanding on which 
we went to the country, and with the 
pronouncement of the Prime Minister 
himself. What we have all said is that 
when we come together and examine the 
problems before us with a free and open 
mind, we must not be hampered by any 
pledges given beforehand which would 
prevent us from putting into operation 
whatever remedy we thought was neces- 
sary. 


LIVERPOOL MEETING 
BROKEN UP. 


SPEAKERS INJURED BY 
STONES. 

Two speakers were injured last night, 
when an open-air meeting in Liverpool on 
behalf of Mr. Eric Ellington, the Con- 
servative condidate for the Scotland 
Division of the city, was broken up. Mr. 
R. S. Nicklin, a Liverpool barrister, re- 
ceived a serious injury to his eye, caused 
by a flying flint, and Mr. A. H. Barnes, 
an insurance secretary, had his nose 
injured and had to be taken to Stanley 
Hospital to have the wound stitched. ; 

A crowd of 3,000 men and women 
gathered when the meeting was due to 
begin, and as supporters of the candidate 
arrived in a motor car there were howls, 
and members of the crowd began to throw 
stones. 

Mr. Nicklin was the first to address the 
gathering, and his position became 
dangerous when the mob flung stones and 
other missiles into the back of the van. 
While Mr. Nicklin was speaking Mr. 
Barnes stood up to speak, but he was also 
hit by a stone and had to be taken to 
hospital. 

The situation became so dangerous that 
the meeting had to be abandoned. 

The crowd of men and women then 
surged along Scotland road to a site where 
another meeting in support of Mr. Elling- 
ton was to have been held. It was decided, 
however, not to address another crowd, 
and the people dispersed.

The wild 
crabtree, which is a native of these countries, 
and of all the temperate climates in the 
northern hemisphere, was tie original an- 
cestor of the oimerent kinds of apple-tree now 
cultivated. But the term ''apple “is a purely 
conventional one. It is pretty certain that 
the “ forbidden fruit ” ot the Biblical story 
was an orang? or quince, because the appie 
does not grow wid in the Kast. here would 
appear to be no sarction, either direct or in- 
diect, fur the unpleasant reputation whicir 
the apple has acquired on this account. The 
so-called “‘ apples’ of the Old Testament were 
the golden yiobes of the orange, which are 
said to. taste more delicicus in the groves of 
Palestine than anywhere else in the world. 


CLASSICAL ALLUSIONS. 


The crabtree, whether wild or in its culti- 
vated form, must also be relieved of the un- 
favourable reflections cast ou it by the fables 
of the '“ Apples of Discord’’ and the '' Apples 
of Sodom '’—faw without, but full of bitter 
ashes within. The fiuit which Eris threw 
among the gods at a feast where she seems 
to have taken the part of a “ gate-crasher’’ ; 
the same fruit which Paris, who had been 
called in as arbiter, afterwards awarded to 
Aphrodite, thereby provoking the jealousy of 
the other goddesses and causing the Trojan 
war, was called a golden apple, but is more 
likely to have been an orange. The same 
applies to the story of Atalanta, who offered 
to become the wile of him that should out- 
strip her in a race—the penalty of defeat 
being death. The hero, Milanion, having 
obtained three “golden apples from 
Aphrodite, who had taken them from 
the groves of Zeus, dropped these decoys 
one after the other during the contest, 
Charmed by their beauty, the swift Atalanta 
could not refrain from stooping to gather 
them, and so lost the race. But the triumph 
of Milanion did not long endure, for Zeus 
turned both of them into lions on acco nt 
of the profanation of his sacred groves. 


A VEGETABLE ARISTOCRAT. 


The common apple, pyrus ma/us, belongs 
to the highest order of flowering plants, the 
rosacede; Which transcends all others in 
beauty and grace of form. The order com- 
prehends a vast number of genera :nd 
species, and yields some of the finest fruits, 
such as the peach, the cherry, the pear, ihe 
strawberry, and the almond. It is a revrare- 
able fact chat while the blossoms of the rose 
family may be white, vellow, or red, thev 
are never blue. Another peculiarity of this 
order is that the parts of the plants are 
arranged according to the number five, <r 
multiples of that number—for instance, the 
blooms have five petals, the calyx 
five sepals, and the fruit five carpels. 
The dliliaceae, also a highly  aristo- 
cratic family, have their parts arranged 
in threes and multiples of threes. Early 
botanical writers of a mystical turn found 
in these facts support for their fanciful belief 
that man sums up in himself the qualities of 
the rose and the lily, since five is the number 
of his fingers and toes, and three the typical 
number of the joints of his digits. The place 
of the apple among the rosaceae is one of the 
highest, on account of the fragrance of the 
blossom and the shape of the fruit. 


POMOLOGY. 

No fruit-tree has become so widely diffused 
as the apple. There are said to be over four 
thousand varieties in the British Isles alone, 
and the classification of the more important 
kinds, here and on the Continent, has become 
a regular science, known as pomology. Great 
quantities of apples are imported into these 
countries from the northern 
United States, Canada and France. There is a 
scheme in operation in South Africa by which 
investors are encouraged to purchase small 
cu farms. The syndicate in control of 
these allotments grows and markets the 
fruit, while the owner, who may ‘reside in 
any part of the world, and may never g7e 
his farm, receives the profit, less commission 
and allowance for 1 pkeep. 


GROWTH AND STRUCTURE. 

Apples are produced on spurs’ which 
spring from small branches of two or more 
years’ growth, and continue to bear for a 
series of years. In many of the more 
perishable fruits, sueh as the cherry, orange, 
plum and grape, the outer parts of the blos- 
som fall away and the fruit is formed en- 
tirely as an enlargement of the ovary. In 
the apple, however, the calyx, which is the 
strongest part of the blossom, is retained by 
the fruit and incorporated into its structure. 
The withered segments of the calyx may 
usually be seen on the top, or eye, of an 
apple when it is first plucked from the tree. 
It is this retention of the calyx that 
gives the fruit such remarkable powers 
of endurance, so that apples, when properly 
stored, may easily last ail the year round. 
What is known as the core of the fruit con- 
sists of five carpels, or parchment-like cavi- 
lies, contaiming ths seeds, which are gene- 
rally loose. he apple thus approaches per- 
fection in the nature of its structure, since 
it conserves cvery part of the blossom except 
the petals. Jt embodies a larger amount of 
wholesome nourishment in its fleshy sub- 
stance, and retains its pleasant flavour longer, 
tian most other fruits. Apple cultivators 
have always aimed at increasing the size of 
the mésocarp, or eatable part, but this ob 
bc Is sometimes attained at the cost of the 
avour. The more acid varieties, however, 
are preferred for baking purposes, and the 
manufacture of cider. To produce the best 
results apple tree; require a sheltered situa- 
tion, fair weather, and plenty of sunlight. 
Unfortunately, the unfavourable weather con- 
ditions during the summer which has just 
passed have been responsible for a serious 
decline in the Irish crop this year, and there 
is also likely to be an increase in the price 
of imported fruit. 
| | SYMBOLISM, 

The small boy who inquired why an apple 
was round may have been considered a 
nuisance, but he touched on a point which 
philosophers have found worthy of their 
notice. It has been observed that circular. 
or approximately circular, shapes in nature 
are usually characteristic of bodies in repose. 
Linear form belongs to objects in motion, 
circular form to those which have attained 
a state of rest. Life in the plant proceeds 
from linear to globular forms, and is 
suspended in the latter until it breaks forth 
into new growth. The earth and the heavenly 
bodies are examples of globular shapes, and, 
perhaps, this circumstance may have been 
in Newtoa’s mind when he drew his cele- 
brated comparison between the falling apple 
and the earth’s satellite. In imaginative 
literature there are many references to the 
apple as the symbol of complete achieve- 
ment and the end of desire. Dr. Yeats, in 
one of his most beautiful lyrics, makes his 
“ Wandering Aengus ” vow to follow the 
st vision oí a “ glimmering girl with 
apple blossom in her hair :— 

* Though | am old with wandering 

Through hollow lands and hilly lands, 
] will find out where she has gone, 
And kiss her lips and take her hands; 
And walk among long dappled grass, 
And pluck till time and times are done 
The silver apples of the moon, 

The golden apples of the sun.”

HEAVY STOCKS HELD. 


An increase in British wholesale prices of 
only 2 per cent. during the past month, in 
contrast with a depreciation of about 20 per 
cent. in the sterling, is recorded by the 
Statret. 

Prices, it is stated, rose inevitably, “ having 
become dependent not only on fluctuations im 
gold prices, but still more on the exchange 
value of a currency no longer linked to gold. 

The explanation of the disparity in prices 
and sterling depreciation is stated to owe, 
partly, that a sufficient interval had not vet 
elapsed for domestic prices to reflect fully 
the effect of the decline in the exchance value 
of the pound. . 

“The suspension of the gold standard 
fortunately occurred at a time when stocks 
of commodities in this country were 
abnormally heavy,” says the article, ‘‘ while 
the speculative buying which subsequently 
took place was much more moderate than 
Am ordinarily have been expected.’

THE FREE STATE 
CONSTITUTION. 
CHANGES $INCE 1922. 


FIVE NEW ARTICLES 
ADDED. 


— 


Por new Articles have been added to the. 


Free State Constitution Act since 1922, 

the year of its birth. For three years 
the Constitution was allowed to pursue its 
course undisturbed by amendments, deletions 
or additions, until 1925, when the first of its 
vicissitudes commenced. In that year the 
First Amendment Act, containing three 
sections (excluding the title section) was 
passed. Article was amended, and two 
new Articles, numbered 31 A and 32 A, were 
added. These Articles dealt with the com- 
mencement of the term of office and the date 
of election of members of the Senate. 

In 1927 four Amendment Acts were intro- 
duced and passed. They contained (exclud- 
ing the title clauses) altogether four clauses, 
and altered Articles 21, and 51 of the 
Constitution. The effects of the alterations 
were (i.) to relieve the Speaker of the Dail 
of the necessity of having to stand for re- 
election at a general election, (ii.) to discon- 
tinue the day of a general election as a 
ceneral holiday, (iii.) to extend the maximum 
duration of the Dail from four to six years, 
and (iv.) to increase the membership of the 
Executive Council from seven to twelve 
members. 


SENATE ARTICLES AMENDED. 

The year 1928 claims six Constitutional! 
Amendment Acts, containing fourteen sec- 
tions. In the main they deal with the pro- 
cedure to be adopted in regard to filling 
vacancies in the Senate, to the terms of 
office of Senators, and to the persons en- 
titled to vote at Senate elections. Articles 
13, 14, 31, 32, 33, 34, 38, 47, 48 and 50 were 
involved in these Acts, which, amongst 
other things, reduced the age of eligi- 
bilitv for membership of the Senate 
from 35 to 30; and deleted’ entirely 
Articles 47 and 48, which gave the people the 
right to use the referendum in order to veto 
legislation and to initiate proposals for laws 
or for amending the Constitution. 

In 1928 two new additional articles, 
numbered 32 B and 38 A, were inserted in 
the Constitution. The former sets forth the 
terms of office of Senators elected under 
Article 32 of the Constitution, whilst the 
latter enacts that bills (other than money 
bills) passegl by the Dail and twice sent to 
the Senate shall, after a specified time, be 
deemed to have been passed by both Houses. 


OTHER CHANGES. 

Three Amendment Acts, containing four 
sections, reached the Statute Book in 1929, 
and dealt with Articles 34, 39, 52 and 57 of 
the Constitution. The most important change 
effected was the substitution of a new article 
for Article 52 empowering a Senator to 
become a member of the Executive Council. 
So far it has been a .cause of serious com- 
plaint in the Senate that this article has not 
been brought into operation. 

Only one amendment of the Constitution 
was made in 1930. Article 35 was altered so 
as to make other provisions in certain circum- 
stances for the reference of the question as 
to what constitutes a money bill to a Com- 
mittee of Privileges. 


EFFECT OF ALTERATIONS. 

This week a further article, numbered 2 A, 
has been added to the Constitution, thereby 
bringing the total number of additional 
articles to five. 

The effects of the seventeen 
Acts upon the Constitution may 
marised as follows :— 

(i.)}—Three Articles—Nos. 33, 35, and 52— 
have been repealed entirely, and three new 
Articles, bearing the same numbers, substi- 
tuted. 

(ii.)}—Eleven Original Articles have been 
amended, altered, or added to—Nos. 14 21,

(iii.)—Two Articles—Nos. 47 and 48—have 
been eliminated entirely from the Constitu- 
tion. 

(iv.\—Five new Articles, Nos. 2A, 3S1A, 
32A, 32B, and 38A, have been added. The 
net result in numbers is an addition of three 
Articles, thereby bringing the total number 
in the Constitution to be. 

It is of interest to recall that the big 
majority of the amendments made in thn 
Constitution up to,the present relate to 
matters concerning the Senate. The predomi- 
nant House, which is the Dail, has scarcely 
figured at all in the Amendments. 


AUTHORITY FOR AMENDMENT. 

The Article (No. 50), which makes provi 
sion for amendments of the Constitution, is 
in the following terms :— 

“ Amendments of this Constitution within 
the terms of the Scheduled Treaty may te 
made by the Oireachtas, but no such amend- 
ment, passed by both Houses of the 
Oireachtas, after the expiration of a perind 
of sixteen years (formerly eight) from the 
date of the coming into operation of this 
Constitution, shall become law, unless the 
same shall, after it has been passed, <r 
deemed to have been passed, by the said 
two Houses of the Oireachtas, have been 
submitted to a Referendum of the people, 
and unless a majority of the voters on the 
register shall have recorded their votes on 
such feferendum, and either the votes of a 
majority of the voters on the register, or 
two-thirds of the votes recorded shall have 
been cast in favour of such amendment. 

“Any such amendment may be made 
within the said period of sixteen years by 
way of ordinary legislation,"

CREDIT SCHEME FAILS TO 
AVERT LANDSLIDE. 
From REvTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 

NEW YORK, Monday. 

Eleven banks, with deposits aggregating 
about 12,000,000 dollars (nominally 
£2,400,000), closed down in various parts 
of the United States to-day. - 

Despite the establishment a few days 
ago of a 500,000,000 credit corporation 
to take over securities ineligible for 
rediscount at the Reserve Banks, and thus 
relieve the strain on many of the smaller 
trading banks, failures of banks in the 
United States are still being announced 
almost daily. 

All the banks in Youngstown, Ohio, 
were closed on Thursday last, and the 
same day twelve banks in South Carolina, 
three in Pennsylvania, two in West 
Virginia, four in New Jersey and two in 
Missouri failed. 

During August 154 banks, with deposits 
amounting to £57,000,000, were closed.

GENERAL SIR R. HART, V.C. 


General Sir Reginald Hart, V.C., died late 
on Sunday night at Bournemouth where he 
had lived for some years. He was one of the 
oldest holders of the V.C., which he gained 
on January 31, 1879, for the rescue of an 
Indian cavalryman from the hands of hill men 
in the Khyber Pass. 

General Hart was born in Co. Clare in 
1848, when his father’s regiment was sta- 
tioned there, but he was really a Dorset-bred 
man, his family being landed proprietors in 
the neighbourhood of Netherbury. 

He had a brilliant military career. For his 
services in Afghanistan he was mentioned in 
dispatches, and was awarded the V.C. and the 
medal for the campaign. He took part in the 
Ashanti expedition of 1881, and a year later 
was in Egypt during the operations ander Sir 
Garnet Wolseley. In 1897-98 he commanded 
the first brigade in India in the Tirah cam- 
yaign, for which he was made K.C.B. and 
received the campaign medal with two clasps. 
In 1901-2 he again saw service on the North- 
West Frontier of India. 

In addition to the act which won him the 


V.C. he received recognition for other brave | 


deeds. In 1869 he rescned a Frenchman from 
death under such circumstances that the Royal 
Humane Society awarded . 
medal. The French Government gave him 
the Medal of Honour’ of the first Class and 
the City of Boulogne presented him with a 
medallion in the name of the citizens. In 
1884 he rescued a gunner from drowning in 


the Ganges Canal at Roorkee, and for this re- | 


ceived a clasp to his Humane’s Society medal.

“VIOLENT AND ODIOUS 
MEASURE,”

forty-two of the Catholic deputies 
withdrew from the Cortes—it may be noted 
that. two priests remain in the House—have 
adaressed a manifesto to the nation protest- 
ing against the treatment they received in 
the Cortes during the debate on Article 
AALV. of the Constitution (providing for the 
dissolution of the Jesuit Order in Spain and 
prohibiting other Orders to teach), which 
they describe as “a violent and odious 
measure which will make the civilised world 

blush.”’ 

‘They declare that they can have nothing 
to do with a Constitution of which the origin 
is vitiated, and that they are going to take 
immediate steps to secure its revision. Lhe 
first meeting in this campaign is to be he!d 
at once in the Province of Salamanca. 

Article XLI. of the Constitution, which 
introduces divorce into Spain, was passed’ by 
acclamation, without the necessity for a roll- 
call. This was rendered possible by the with- 
drawal of the Catholics. 


GREATER EVILS AVOIDED. 

The Rome Correspondent of The Times 
telegraphed last night :— 

The Osservatore Romano publishes to-night 
the full text of the letter sent by the Pope 
on October 1 last to Cardinal Segura in 
reply to His Eminence's resignation from the 
Archbishopric of ‘Toledo. ' 

The Pope, after referring to the Cardinal’s 
“noble gesture ” in resigning, declares that, 
ia this “ action on the part of your Eminence, 
we have another and shining proof of your 
burning zeal for men’s souls, inasmuch as 
it was in the hope of contributing to the 
greater good of men’s souls, or even of 
sbolishing pretexts for inflicting greater evils, 
that you, imitating the example of st. 
Gregory Nazianzen, did not hesitate to 
sacrifice yourself.”’ 

The phrase referring to the avoidance of 
greater evils is explained in a brief note 
published together with the letter. The note 
recalls that Cardinal Segura had become, as 
the result of sectarian efforts, the symbol of 
opposition to the Spanish HKepublic as such, 
and an excuse for the extremists, who were 
opposing every attempt at agreement between 
the Spanish Republic and the Church. ‘The 
Cardinal's resignation, it is added, removed 
these pretexts and compelled the adversaries 
of the Church to reveal their real intentions.

CROWD YORCES DOORS OF 
HALL. 

Sir Oswald Mosley had a lively recep- 
tion in Glasgow last night. Only a small 
section of thé crowd was admitted to the 
hall, and thousands rushed the entrances, 
breaking down two doors. Police arrived 
and prevented an invascion of the hall. 

After speaking in the hall, Sir Oswald 
tried to address the crowd outside, but 
was met with a hostile reception, and the 
police, having got the crowd under con- 
trol, ordered him to leave the top of a 
motor car and return to his hotel. He 
did so amid wild shouting and jostling. 

The earlier speakers at the meeting 
were continually interrupted, and when 
Sir Oswald rose to speak the loud- 
speakers were found to be out of order. 
He explained that he had sent out three 
times to ask that the public should be 
admitted, and had received the reply that 
the Chief of Police and the management 
refused to admit the crowd. So far as 
he was concerned, the whole of Glasgow 
could come in, he said, but apparently 
the police thought that as the doors had 
been broken, the furniture migjht be 
broken as well. He did not care, per- 
sonally, as he did not pay for that furni- 
ture. Unfortunately the previous night 
he had to pay for the furniture. 
(Laughter. )

RUSE TO DELAY POLICE. 


Robbers at Kingston-on-Thames adopted a 
new ruse to delay pursnit. A steel safe in 
the Eden Street Post (ffice containing about 
£400 in cash and notes was visible to police- 
men on their beat. 

The robbers waited until the policeman was 
out of sight, broke into the office, and 
removed the safe as quickly as possible. They 
then put in its place a replica in three-ply 
wood painted the same colour as its pre- 
decessor. 

The original safe was carried to a motor 
mail van in the yard, and was found later in 
a field at Chertsey. It had been forced open, 
and all the contents stoler. The van was 
found abandoned at Clapham. The Flying 
Squad were put in motion by wireless when 
the robbery was discovered.

Decoration. 


A ROOM, 


By a CORRESPONDENT. 
EE re-decoration of a room, or, indeed, 


painted in turn, is made infinitely less 
expensive by doing the work oneself. It Is 
very necessary, however, to acquire a simpi 
knowledge of what preparation 1s required ; 
what paper, paint, or distemper should be 
used, and, finally, how to use it. | 

Lhe importance of having the ceiling and 
walls properly prepared is often overlooked by 
amateurs; yet without it the very finest oi 
paint and painting will neither look its best 
nor last its longest. " 

To begin with, the ceiling shovid he 
stripped, if it has been already papered. [his 
is done by wetting it thoroughiy with a 
bucket of water and a brush until the paper 
becomes sodden, and then peeling it off. The 
ceiling should be well washed down and any 
cracks filled up with light cement. All 
plaster must be removed, and spe al cart 
taken that the cornice is properly cleaned, 


REPAIRING THE WALLS. 


The next step is to strip and clean down 
the walls in exactly the same way, hiling 1” 
the cracks, and then rubbing the surface with 
coarse sand paper. ‘This is all the preparation 
that 18 needed if the walls are in good con 
dition. If, however, they are old and damp 
it will be necessary to line them—i.e.. to 
paper first with cheap white paper. This 
paper can be bought tor anything from siX- 
pence to a shilling per roll, one roll contain- 
ing twelve yards. sil 

Before lining, size the walls. To 
dissolve three-quarters of a packet of size 
each bucket of water, mixing first with a 
littla cold water, and then quickly stirring 
in hot water until all is melted. When the

If a room is in good condition and the 
wallpaper happens to be very light in colour 
and without any pattern, neither stripping 
nor lining will be necessary, but the dis- 
temper can be put on without any previous 
preparation. 


DISTEMPER. 


temper. A stainer should also be used, in 
order to deepen the tone of the distemper 
itself, and, by trying different muxtures, 
to arrive at new and original shades. This 
strainer is usually to be had in the form 
of wader. 

irst the priming coat should be applied, 
and all cracks filled up with putty. As soon 
as this is dry, the second coat should be 
laid on, and then the mixture for the final 
coat prepared. This is made by mixing the 
distemper with water, adding petrifying 
liquid in orde®®®& give it the requisite body, 
and using a strainer in whatever proportion 
is desired. Do not finally distemper the walls 
until the woodwork has been painted. 

The woodwork should be enamelled. When 
enamelling a door be careful to begin by 
painting the mouldings round the panels and 
then the panels themselves Next paint the 
long perpendicular pieces; then the horizon-

ADDRESS TO ROTARY 
CLUB. 


yesterday, Mr, William J. Elliott, 

director of the National Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children, expressed 
his appreciation of the privilege of enabling 
him to discuss the subject nearest to his heart 
—the well-being of the least of our citizens, 
the children. 

The National Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children held an unusual position 
both in relation to the work it achieved and 
the methods it emploved in obtaining better 
conditions for helpless little ones. The Society 
owed its existence in Dublin, as well as else- 
where, to the recognition by the general 
public that children have rights equally with 
adults, and that those rights include cleanli- 
ness, decent home life, and conditions caleu- 
lated to fit them physically, morally and spin- 
tually for the battle of life itself. 

The introduction of such a Society was 
naturally viewed with a certain amount of 
suspicion, and even to-day, alter forty-seven 
vears’ stern but unceasing fight, curious 
notions still existed. 

To protect children, however, forty-seven 
years ago from the wrongs which encom- 
passed them was not an easy matter, because 
there existed no law for the prevention of 
cruelty to and neglect of children, and it was 
not until an Act of Parliament was obtained 
in 1889 that there was in any sense a reat 
enfranchisement of childhood. The passing of 
that Act brought to cnildren a protective 
justice which had been interpreted in Dublin 
in the true spirit, and had heen instrumental! 
in affording protection to thousands of 
children.

It was one thing to get Acts of Parliament 
and another to interpret legislation: yet the 
Society had, by its policy of humanity, com- 
monsense and sympathy, won, not merely the 
confidence of the public, but the smn oo of 
the men, women and children on whose behalf 
it intervened. Its army of inspectors, work- 
ing without regard to time or conditions. 
represented a great moral force, the value of 
which could not be estimated. 

Rotarians would at least appreciate it when 
he said that, although 886 cases were dealt 
with in Dublin last year, the oversight and 
moral influence of the five inspectors proved 
so effective that only eleven cases came to

protect children, the general public came to 
the support of the Society’s work, irrespe 
tive of creed or station in life It was a 
remarkable testimony to the belief of the 
public in the Society that in Dublin last year 
184 of the 886 cases came from this source 
alone.

the cult of the dog has become a 

business of profit as well as pleasure. 
Dog-vreeding has developed into a minor in- 
dustry, givitte employment to thousands, and 
many trades derive a considerable proportion 
of their revenue through the supply of “its 
several necessities, Training establishments 
and private kennels, dogs’ homes and infir- 
maries, represent an outlay which is vastly 
augmented by the expenditure on greyhe 
racing, field trials, and the countless do 
shows held all over the British Isles. Nearly 
every home in the land possesses a canine 
inmate, and the love of dogs is one of our 
national characteristics. It may be of in- 
terest, therefore, to remark how comparatively 
few of our numerchs well-known breeds can 
trace a puie British or Trish descent. 

IRISH WOLFHOUNDS. 

The Irish welihound divides with the deer- 
hound a claim to the most ancient lineage, 
tor these breeds were in existence—according 
io Hector Boeves’ History of Scotland trans- 
lated from the Latin in 1526—at the time 
of the Picts and their Irish contemporaries. 
Although the present-day wolfhound: is 
a modification of the original type, which 
became extinct in the eighteenth century, 
he closely resembles his ancestors, but is 
built on a smaller scale. It has been claimed 
that some of the original dogs were preserved 
for breeding, but it is more likely that the 
sis wolfhound is the result of a cross 

ween the deerhound and the Great Dane. 
The origin of the Irish water spaniel is 
obscure. In ancient times there were two 
distinct varieties in the North and South of 
Ireland, of which only the Southern type 
apparently survived. One theory is that the 
French or Rusian poodle had a good deal 
to say to the original water spaniel’s make- 
up. the former were used as game-finding 
dogs, and these qualities, as well as a certain 
resemblance in looks and temperament in the 
two breeds, seem to lend colour to the 
supposition. The Irish setter first came into 
prominence about 1830 as a red and white 
dog, but the breed was used in the middle 
ages to set game, which was then taken by 
either netting or falcons. There is a paint- 
ing extant by Albrecht Darer, who died in 
1528, of a setter approximating to the present- 
day type, and in the reign of James I. a 
special law enacted that no man might keep 
“a setting dog unless he was possessed of 
land to the value of £10. The Irish terriers, 
which are indigenous, were not bred to @ 
definite type oir colour prior to 1874, when 
they were first shown in Dublin. The more 
recent Kerry Blue is ascribed by* many 
authorities to the crossing of the frishman 
with the Bedlington terrier. 

SCOTTISH DOGS. 

Scotland also contributes her quota of pure- 
bred dogs. The deerhound, as has been 
mentioned, was the earliest import into 
Britain, and from the days of Ossian, poets 
and writers have sung his courage, devotion 
and grace. Originally used by the Scottish 
Kings ard nobility for hunting wolves and 
deer, and in later days for running down 
the wounded stag, the modern rifle finally 
deprived him of his occupation. The present- 
day specimen is, however, a survival of the 
original strain dating back many centuries. 
The show collie of to-day, altered almost out 
of recognition by the modern tendency te 
breed narrow foreheads and elongated faces, 
is a direct descendant of the original stock, 
and the cairn is a product of a strain little 
less ancient than the deerhound. Centuries 
ago cairns were used for badger and otter- 
hunting in Scotland, and were gradually bred 
to the modern small types. From the 
original stock are derived the West Highland 
and the Scottish terriers. The dandie din- 
mont’s ancestry is largely speculative, and 
he first came into prominence at the beginning 
of the nineteenth century. principally 
through Sir Walter Scott's ‘‘Guy Manner- 
ing.” 

Bulldogs and mastiffs are essentially 
English breeds, and the grevhound, accord- 
ing to old MSS. still extant, came to England 
in the ninth century. Spaniels are also 
mentioned in ‘“‘A Book on Hawking.” in 
1486, but these probably bear no resemblance 
to our present-day breeds. ‘‘ Earth dogs” 
used for going to ground after foxes and 
hadgers, were known 300 vears ago, and 
from these sprang the various types of 
terriers. 

Most other of our favourite breeds are 
either naturalised alens or foreigners pure 
and simple. The pointer was imported from 
Spain in the eighteenth century and crossed 
with the foxhound. At a slightly later date 
the clumber spaniel was introduced from 
France by the then Duke of Newcastle. New- 
foundlands and Labradors took their names 
from these dependencies, where the latter 
were sheep dogs. Thev were so used in tha 
British Isles until crossing with setters and 
pointers produced the first-class retrievers 
we know to-dav. 

The fashionable Alsatian was also a sheep 
dog in Germany, whence came the great 
Dane. Borzo's hunted wolves on the Russian 
steppes, and the Samovedes derived their 
name from a district in Siberia, and are 
related to the elkhonnds and Esquimaux dogs 
of Seandinavia. The dalmatian, so notable 
in the Victorian davs of the barouche, is an 
Austrian, the schipperke a Dutchman, the 
griffon a Belgian, while from the Far East 
we have. of course, obtained the pekes, the 

alace dogs of China and the chow. Afghan 
ban have hecome fairly po ular, but as 
vet the rather freak breeds of Tibetan mastiffs 
and terriers and Abyssinian and Mexican

hairless dogs are comparatively little known. -
